Retail,  •wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Connecticut  showed  a 
substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  "to  1948  according  to  pre- 
liminary figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  State  during  1948  aggregated  $1,974,600,000,  an  increase  of 
175  percent  over  the  $717,300*000  sales  in  1939*  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  State  showed  a  231  percent  rise  over  the 
same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $1,366,000,000  in  1948  as  compared  with  $4l3, 100, 000 
in  1939»  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts 
totaling  $118,300,000  in  1948  compared  with  $42,700,000  in  1939.  Hotel  receipts 
moved  from  $6,200,000  in  1939  to  $23,000,000  in  1948.  Amusement  businesses  in  the 
State  recorded  receipts  of  $29,700,000  in  1948  compared  with  $15,000,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  State  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
98,44l  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  Of  these, 
78,270  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  73,044  and  60,401.  Wholesale  trade  establish- 
ments reported  a  total  of  26,287  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of 
November  15,  1948,  compared  with  16,277  for  the  same  week  of  1939.  For  the  selected 
service  trades,  November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  17,458;  the  comparable 
figure  for  1939,  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  12,085. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  compiled  from  similar  releases  being  made 
available  for  each  county  in  Connecticut.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary 
data  for  Connecticut,  will  be  included  in  a  State  Bulletin  to  be  issued  in  several 
months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  available  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of 
the  States.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Fairfield  County, 
Connecticut ,  showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to 
194S  according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1943  Census  of  Business  released  today 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $538.4  million,  an  increase  of 
186  percent  over  the  $188.1  million  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Busi- 
ness was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a  212  percent  rise  over 
the  same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $265.2  million  in  1948  as  compared  with  $84.9 
million  in  1939°  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported 
receipts  totaling  $31.7  million  in  1948  compared  with  $11.5  million  in  1939°  Hotel 
receipts  moved  from  $1.3  million  in  1939  to  $5. 5  million  in  1948.  Amusement  businesses 
in  the  county  recorded  receipts  of  $6.7  million  in  1948.  No  comparable  figure  for 
1939  is  available. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
25,293  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948c  Of  these, 
20,850  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  i«iuainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  18,107  and  15,293.  Wholesale  trade  establish- 
ments reported  a  total  of  5,557  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of 
November  15,  1948,  compared  with  3,311  for  the  same  week  in  1939.  For  the  selected 
service  trades,  November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  4,598^  the  comparable  figure 
for  1939,  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  3,193. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Fairfield 
County,  Connecticut.  The  report  also  contains  data  for  Bridgeport,  Danbury  city, 
Shelton,  Stamford  city,  Stratford  town,  and  Norwalk. 

Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Fairfield  County,  will  be  in- 
cluded in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Connecticut  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE 
1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census,  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,  1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have  a  considerable  effect  in  comparing 


1948  with  1939  data,  particularly  with 
respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.  — -For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors.  —  "Active  proprietors, .  .  " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948   CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient   number   of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years   1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic   services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have    a   considerable   effect    in   comparing 


1948  with   1939   data,    particularly  with 
respect   to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.

Employment . — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sns.

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of-  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.

GENERAL   DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY   RELEASES    FOR  THE 
1948    CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number   of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years   1929,    1933,    1935,    and   1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and   domestic   services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have    a   considerable   effect    in   comparing 


1948   with    1939    data,    particularly  with 
respect    to   establishment   count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  1500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future   Census"  of  Business   publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"   warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly   to   any   taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors. . . " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness  in  November   1948. 

Employment . — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment .

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $23.5  million,  an  increase  of 
218  percent  over  the  $7.4  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken „  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $15.9  million  in  1948  as  com- 
pared with  $0.9  million  in  1939 .  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business 
recorded  receipts  totaling  $897,000  in  1948  compared  with  $270,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades „  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
15057  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  690  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Tolland  County, 
Connecticut,,  which  also  includes  data  for  Rockville  city  and  Stafford  Springs  borough.

Tbis  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Easiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation," which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

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Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Delaware  snowed  a  sub- 
stantial expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  prelimi- 
nary figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U0  5a  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  State  during  1948  aggregated  $381.8  million,  an  increase  of  247 
percent  over  the  #110.1  million  sales  in  1939*  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken.  VJholesale  sales  volume  in  the  State  showed  a  209  percent  rise  over  the 
same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $487.1  million  in  1948  as  compared  with  $157.5  mil- 
lion in  1939.   The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts 
totaling  $15.6  million  in  1948  compared  with  §6.2  million  in  1939.  Hotel  receipts 
moved  from  $2.1  million  in  1939  to  $4.6  million  in  1948.   Amusement  businesses  in  the 
State  recorded  receipts  of  $7.2  million  in  1948  compared  with  $2.4  million  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  State  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
16,544  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  Of  these, 
14,, 087  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.   The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  11,499  and  9,367.  'Wholesale  trade  establish- 
ments reported  a  total  of  5,216  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of  November 
15,  1948,  compared  with  2,962  for  the  same  week  in  1939.   For  the  selected  service 
trades,  November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  2,516;  the  comparable  figure  for 
1939,  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  1,824. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  compiled  from  similar  releases  being  made 
available  for  each  county  in  Delaware.   Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary 
data  for  Delaware,  will  be  included  in  a  State  Bulletin  to  be  issued  in  several  months. 
Similar  data  will  be  made  available  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the 
States.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSL'S  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933,

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE 
1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,  1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have  a  considerable  effect  in  comparing 


1948  with  1939  data,  particularly  with 
respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors. . . " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

FLORIDA 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Florida  showed  a 
substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  19^8  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  19k8   Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  State  during  19^8  aggregated  $2,33^,000,000,  an  increase  of 
280  percent  over  the  $6l*i-,  500,000  sales  in  1939;  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  State  showed  a  277  percent  rise  over  the  same 
period,  reaching  a  total  of  $1,981,200,000  in  1<&8  as  compared  with  $525,900,000  in 
1939»  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts  totaling 
$152,200,000  in  I9IJ-8  compared  with  $38,300,000  in  1939*  Hotel  receipts  moved  from 
$30,300,000  in  1939  to  $95,^00,000  in  19^8.  Amusement  businesses  in  the  State 
recorded  receipts  of  $62,500,000  in  19^8  compared  with  $19,700,000  in  1939« 

Employment  in  the  State  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  19^-8  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
130>591  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15*  19^8.  Of  these, 
llU,7l8  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable 
total  and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  77,312  and  6^,693.  Wholesale  trade  , 
establishments  reported  a  total  of  ^9*320  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week 
of  November  15,  19*1-8,  compared  with  37*227  for  the  same  week  in  1939»  For  the 
selected  service  trades,  November  15,  19^8*  paid  employees  numbered  27,8l4;  the 
comparable  figure  for  1939*  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses, 
was  15,675. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  compiled  from  similar  releases  being  made 
available  for  each  county  in  Florida.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary 
data  for  Florida,  will  be  included  in  a  State  Bulletin,  to  be  issued  in  several 
months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  available  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each 
of  the  States.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
coonty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935.  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
off  ices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts.  — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors. ..  "  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time"  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment.—  "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 
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/ 

Retail,  wholesale*  and  service  establishments  located  in  Broward  County,  Florida, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  .1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U0  S0  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $93 o 6  million,  an  increase  of  481 
percent  over  the  $16.1  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  takene 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $42 . 5  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$5.0  million  in  1939 .  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $4<>9  million  in  1948  compared  with  $0.8  million  in  1939o 

Emplojrment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades,,  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  6,166 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948e  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  2*347  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939o

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in -Calhoun  County,  Florida,  showed  a  sub- 
stantial expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary 
figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
U„  S.  Department  of  Commerce . 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $3.3  million,  an  increase  of 
230  percent  over  the  $1.0  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
takene  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  total- 
ing $105,000  in  1948  compared  with  $16,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades .  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
144  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  84  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  19^8  aggregated  $2.14-  million,  an  increase  of  100 
percent  over  the  $1.2  million  in  1939?   when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $2.0  million  in  19^8  as  compared  with 
$0.6  million  in  1939"  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $96,000  in  l$k8   compared  with  $i*-6,000  in  1939° 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  19^8 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  20^ 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19^8 «  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  157  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939° 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Collier  County, 
Florida.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Collier  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Florida  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar 
data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the 
counties  and  States.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 

1948   CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  .Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic   services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have    a  considerable   effect    in   comparing 


1948   with   1939   data,    particularly  with 
respect   to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business   publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors.  —  "Active  proprietors. .  .  " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness  in  November   1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment. 
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DUVAL  COUNTY,  FLA, 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Duval  County,  Florida, 
shoved  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  19^-8  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  19^8  Census  of  Business  released  today  "by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  19kQ   aggregated  $266.9  million,  an  increase  of 
2kk  percent  over  the  $77»6  million  sales  in  1939*  vhen'the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a  3^8  percent  rise  over  the  same 
period,  reaching  a  total  of  $622.2  million  in  19^8  as  compared  with  $152.5  million  in 
1939°  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts  totaling 
$20.6  million  in  19^8  compared  with  $5»^  million  in  1939°  Hotel  receipts  moved  from 
$2.8  .million  in  1939  to  $60 3  million  in  19^-8.  Amusement  businesses  in  the  county 
recorded  receipts  of  $3«$  million  in  19*1-8.  No  comparable  figure  for  1939  is  available. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-yeax   period  between  1939  and  19^-8  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
15,975  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19^8.  Of  these, 
1^,056  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  10^904  and  9>330°  Wholesale  trade  establish- 
ments reported  a  total  of  9, h"Jh   full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of  November 
15,  19^8,  compared  with  ^,999  for  the  same  week  in  1939*  For  the  selected  service 
trades,  November  15,  19^8,  paid  employees  numbered  *J-,329j  the  comparable  figure  for 
1939>  adjusted  for  change  in.  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  2,573° 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Duval.  County, 
Florida.  The  report  also  contains  data  for  the  cities  of  Jacksonville  and  Jacksonville 
Beach. 

Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Duval  County,  will  be  included 
in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Florida  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data 
will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the 
counties  and  States.

Tli-  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments.

Retail  establishments  located  in  Gilchrist  County,  Florida,  showed  a  substantial

personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and   domestic   services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali-

Establishment  definition. — For  Census

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HAMILTON  COUNTY,  FLA. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Hamilton  County,  Florida, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  194$  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U,  S„  Department  of  Commerce „ 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $3o3  million,  an  increase  of  200 
percent  over  the  $1.1  million  in  1939  ^  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken „ 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  #108  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$0o4  million  in  1939«  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $164*000  in  1948  compared  with  $34,000  in  1939 . 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.   Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  233 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948  „   This  compared  with  a 
total  of  160  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939.= 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Hamilton  County, 
Florida,,  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Hamilton  County,  will  be

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  pianned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  'ire 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  ot  busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  th«*re  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  servicer.,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.

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HERNANDO  COUNTY,  FLA, 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  locateo  in  Hernando  County,  Florida, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  19^-8  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  19^8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce . 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  19^8  aggregated  $4.5  million,  an  increase  of  246 
percent  over  the  $1.3  million  in  1939?  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $1.3  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$0.5  million  in  1939"  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $109,000  in  1948  compared  with  $1*3,000  in  1939 . 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-je&r   period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  317 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  291  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939" 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Hernando  County, 
Florida.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Hernando  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Florida  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar 
data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the 
counties  and  States.

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $210.  4  million,  an  increase  of 
273  percent  over  the  $56.4  million  sales  in  1939?  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a  235  percent  rise  over  the 
same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $320.9  million  in  1948  as  compared  with  $95*8  million 
in  1939*  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts  total- 
ing $14.0  million  in  1948  compared  with  $4.0  million  in  1939.

— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  fnture  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Pull  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
<ounty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
Th«  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
•11  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices . 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
fiffores  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ients. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  Jnne  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933,

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups— personal  servic  es,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948   CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1983, 
1986,  and  1989. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — Tbe  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups— personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1989  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $600  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multinnit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  Tbe  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors.—  "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and   service  establishments  located  in  Polk  County,  Florida, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce, 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $84.3  million,  an  increase  of 
209  percent  over  the  $27„3  million  in  1939,  when  the   preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.     Wholesale  sales  in  the   county  reached  a  total  of  $>52,7  million  in  1948  as  com- 
pared with  122,7  million  in  1939.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
T)i-  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  tradea"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
t-ounty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
Tlie  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;

Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus,. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.

"Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 
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SANTA  ROSA  COUNTY,  FLA, 

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Santa  Rosa  County,  Florida,  showed  a 
substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  prelimi- 
nary figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $5.8  million,  an  increase  of  314 
percent  over  the  $1.4  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $235,000 
in  1948  compared  with  $29,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  296  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a  total 
of  205  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Santa  Rosa 
County,  Florida.   Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Santa  Rosa  County, 
will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Florida  to  be  issued  in  several  months. 
Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of 
the  counties  and  States.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
Tlie  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  19*16  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  73  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19*8.  This  compared  with  a  total 
of  37  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939.

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $302  million,  an  increase  of  220 
percent  over  the  $1,0  million  in  1939^  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken*, 
The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  totaling 
$103*000  in  1948  compared  with  $38,000  in  1939c 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  182 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948 .   This  compared  with  a 
total  of  135  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939 . 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Washington 
County,  Florida .

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 

1948    CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient   number   of   establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years   1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and   domestic   services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have    a   considerable   effect    in    comparing 


1948   with   1939   data,    particularly  with 
respect    to   establishment   count. 

Establishment  definit ion.  —For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  S500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census   of  Business   publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors.  —  "Active  proprietors. . .  " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness   in  November   1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

Retail  sales  in  the  State  during  1948  aggregated  $2,086,300,000,  an  increase  of 
234  percent  over  the  $624,800,000  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of 
Business  was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  State  showed  a  290  percent  rise 
over  the  same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $3*144,700,000  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$806,200,000  in  1939»  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported 
receipts  totaling  $129,600,000  in  1948  compared  with  $36,900,000  in  1939.  Hotel  re- 
ceipts moved  from  $9,700,000  in  1939  to  $23,200,000  in  1948„  Amusement  businesses 
in  the  State  recorded  receipts  of  $24,900,000  in  1948  compared  with  $10,100,000  in

120,378  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  1$,  19480  Of  these, 
100,191  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week0  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  83,346  and  67,229o  Wholesale  trade  establish- 
ments reported  a  total  of  43,136  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of 
November  15,  1948,  compared  with  25,361  for  the  same  week  in  1939«  For  the  selected 
service  trades,  November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  28,0l6j  the  comparable 
figure  for  1939,  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  18,454o 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  compiled  from  similar  releases  being  made 
available  for  each  county  in  Georgia.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary 
data  for  Georgia,  will  be  included  in  a  State  Bulletin  to  be  issued  in  several  months,, 
Similar  data  will  be  made  available  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the 
States.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Baldwin  County,  Georgia, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Gommerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $9.4  million,  an  increase  of  194 
percent  over  the  $3.2  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $4.8  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$1.8  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $566,000  in  1948  compared  with  $121,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9=year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades „  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
764  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  1$,  1948.  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  596  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Baldwin  County, 
Georgia,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Milledgeville.  Final  figures,  super- 
seding the  preliminary  data  for  Baldwin  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the 
State  of  Georgia  to  be  issued  in  several  months e  Similar  data  will  be  made  available 
this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States .

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Easiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1989. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail  establishments  located  in  Banks  County,  Georgia,,  shoved  a  substantial 
expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary  figures 
from  the  194-8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  194-8  aggregated  $523,000,  an  increase  of  178 
percent  over  the  $183,000  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  194-8 
for  the  above  trade.   Retail  establishments  reported  a  total  of  13  paid  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  194-8.   This  compared  with  a  total  of  7 
employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  en  Banks  County, 
Georgia.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Banks  County,,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Georgia  to  be  issued  in  several  months. 
Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each 
of  the  counties  and  States.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
•11  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  —  personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices . 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.— For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  1500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A 
detailed  analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cen- 
sus of  Business  publications. 

Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  .separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 
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BURKS  COUNTY,  GA. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Burke  County,  Georgia, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  194.3  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce.

Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $2.5  million  in  194-8  as  compared  with 
$1.8   million  in  1939.   The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $4.54,000  in  194-8  compared  with  $96,000  in  1939o 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  194-8  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  503  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  194-8.  This  compared  with  a  total 
of  411  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Burke  County, 
Georgia,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Waynesboro.   Final  figures,  super- 
seding the  preliminary  data  for  Burke  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the 
State  of  Georgia  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Eusiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1S48  Cen- 
sos.   In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors.  —  "Active  proprietors.  ..  "  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Eusiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-basiness  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935.  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
rounty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1913,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
•11  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
•11  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  —  personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices . 

This  coverage  is  »imiUr  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.  —For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  1500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

—"Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 
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DODGE  COUNTY,  GA. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Dodge  County,  Georgia, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $6,1  million,  an  increase  of  190 
percent  over  the  $2.1  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $3.0  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$0.7  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $282,000  in  1948  compared  with  $72,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  422 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  354  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Dodge  County, 
Georgia,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Eastman.  Final  figures  superseding 
the  preliminary  data  for  Dodge  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of 
Georgia  to  be  issued  in  several  months.   Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this  year 
in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.  A  single  copy  of 
the  preliminary  release  for  Dodge  County  as  well  as  an  order  blank  for  other  area  re- 
leases may  be  obtained  hy  writing  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments.

The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
bo-iiness  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
bHimu  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  tiken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  —  personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices . 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Gordon  County, 
Georgia,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Calhoun,,  Final  figures,  superseding 
the  preliminary  data  for  Gordon  county,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State 
of  Georgia  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this 
year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
rounty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.

Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices . 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus.

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE 
1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establisliments . 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
vears  1929,  1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
thr  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have  a  considerable  sffect  in  comparing 


1948  with  1939  data,  particularly  with 
respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  S500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors. . . " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness in  November  1948.

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $96.6  million,  an  increase  of 
283  percent  over  the  $25.2  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken,,  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $68.5  million  in  1948  as  com- 
pared with  $18.6  million  in  1939o  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $5o9  million  in  1948  compared  with  $1.2  million 
in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 

for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 

8,662  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared 

with  a  total  of  5,328  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  19^8  aggregated  $1.*J-  million,  an  increase  of 
133  percent  over  the  $0.6  million  in  1939i>  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts 
totaling  $15,000  in  1948,  a  decrease  from  the  $22,000  reported  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  decreased  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  19^8 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  52 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19^-8.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  —  personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus,. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  theae  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. -—For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  1500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.

The  figures  reflect  deductions  for 
returned  goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from 
customers  and  paid  directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. —"Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners 
and  partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  ma- 
jor portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
rounty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.

Tli-  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.

Retail  establishments  located  in  Webster  County,  Georgia,  showed  an  expansion  in 
dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the 
1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department 
of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $353,000,  an  increase  of  41 
percent  over  the  $250,000  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 

Employment  in  the  county  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trade.  Retail  establishments  reported  a  total  of  13  paid  employees 
for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.

Retail  sales  in  Hawaii  during  194-8  aggregated  $381,400,000,  an  increase  of  216 
percent  over  the  $120,700,000  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  State  showed  a  366  percent  rise  over  the 
same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $4-52,100,000  in  194-8  as  compared  with  $97,000,000  in 
1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts  total- 
ing $24-, 800, 000  in  194-8  compared  with  $6,700,000  in  1939 .  Hotel  receipts  moved  from

Retail ,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Idaho  showed  a  substantial 
expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary  figures 
from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Uc  So 
Department  of  Comraerce0 

Retail  sales  in  the  State  during  1948  aggregated  $582 „0  million,  an  increase  of  231 
percent  over  the  $175 «9  million  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken0  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  State  showed  a  300  percent  rise  over  the  same 
period^  reaching  a  total  of  $422 „1  million  in  1948  as  compared  with  $105.5  million  in 
1939o  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts  totaling 
$22 o 7  million  in  1948  compared  with  $7«4  million  in  1939 o  Hotel  receipts  moved  from 
$3.5  million  in  1939  to  $9o2  million  in  1948 o  Amusement  businesses  in  the  State  re- 
corded receipts  of  $8.5  million  in  1948  compared  with  $3.3  million  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  State  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business,,  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
26,051  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19480  Of  these 9 
21  ,,626  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week0  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  17,499  and  13, 688 .  Wholesale  trade  establish- 
ments reported  a  total  of  8,862  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of  November 
15,  1948,  compared  with  5,821  for  the  same  week  in  1939o  For  the  selected  service 
trades,  November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  3,082j  the  comparable  figure  for 
1939,  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  2,245 o

Retail,  "wholesale,,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Ada  County,  Idaho, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1943  accord- 
ing  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Departinent  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $78„0  million,  an  increase  of 
216  percent  over  the  $24.7  million  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Busi- 
ness was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a  312  percent  rise  over 
the  same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  #76.7  million  in  1948  as  compared  with  $18.6 
million  in  1939.   The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported 
receipts  totaling  $4.1  million  in  1948  compared  with  $1.5  million  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  re- 
ported 3*941  paid  employees  for  the  -.orkweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  Of 
these,  3*423  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.   The  compar- 
able figures  for  1939  were  2,736  and  2,320.  Wholesale  trade  establishments  reported 
a  total  of  1,477  full-and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1948, 
compared  with  769  for  the  same  week  in  1939=   For  the  selected  service  trades, 
November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  691j  the  comparable  figure  for  1939, 
adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  451. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Ada  County, 
Idaho.  The  report  also  contains  data  for  Boise  city. 

Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Ada  County,  will  be  included 
in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Idaho  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

Retail  establishments  located  in  Adams  County,  Idaho,  showed  a  substantial 
expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary  figures 
from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U„  S. 
Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  12.1  million,  an  increase  of 
250  percent  over  the  $0.6  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Benewah  County,-  Idaho, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.

The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Easiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Eusiness  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Eusiness  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.   Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929   1933 
1935.  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation," which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
ca'ion  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Fourteen  retail  establishments  reported  1948  sales  aggregating  •1798,000,  an 
increase  of  170  percent  over  the  $296,000  "eported  by  twenty-nine  establishments  in 
1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 

Retail  establishments  reported  fourteen  active  proprietors  of  unincorporated 
businesses  in  1948  as  compared  with  twenty- four  proprietors  in  1939.   Twenty-four 
paid  employees  were  reported  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.   Of 
these,  twenty-two  worked  the  full  workweek,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $51»5  million,  an  increase  of 
281  percent  over  the  #13.5  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $38»5   million  in  1948  as 
compared  with  -#7.9  million  in  1939.   The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  '$1.8  million  in  1948  compared  with  $0.5  million 
in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 

for  the  above  trades.   Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  3,154  paid  employees 

for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.   This  compared  with  a  total. of 

2,288  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939.

1948    CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
ol  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.

The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments.

1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Teton  County,  Idaho, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  ,1948  aggregated  $2.1  million,  an  increase  of 
320  percent  over  the  $0.5  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was. 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $1.6  million  in  1948  as  com- 
pared with  $0.5  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Busi- 
ness recorded  receipts  totaling  $78,000  in  1948  Compared  with  #25,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  tradee  reported  a  combined  total  of 
98  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  59  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY   RELEASES   FOR  THE 

1948    CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a    sufficient   number   of   establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years   1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic   services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have    a   considerable   effect    in   comparing 


1948   with   1939   data,    particularly  with 
respect    to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.

—  "Active  proprietors. . .  n 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness  in  November   1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census.

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have  a  considerable  effect  in  comparing 


1948  with  1939  data,  particularly  with 
respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store'  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts  .  —"1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors .  —  "Active  proprietors ..." 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment .
